At the conclusion of President Cannon’s remarks, the congregation was 


addressed by 

| ‘ELDER JOHN MORGAN, 
who said he desired to bear his testimony to the truth of the work in which 
the Latter-day Saints were engaged, and to the teachings that they had re- 
ceived during this. conference, which had been a most happy and successful 
one. There must needs be an opposition to all things that were excellent; 
such had been the case through all time, from Father Adam down to the 
present ; and this great latter-day work was no exception to the general 
rule. It had met indeed with bitter and unrelenting opposition at the 
- hands of their enemies. This Church, throughout its existence, however, 
had been undergoing a process of discipline ; but yet we were not perfect. 
It was evident to anyone conversant with the situation in the midst of 
the Latter-day Saints that while they had been drilled and trained to a 
certain degree of discipline and a kind of experience which had been in- 
valuable to us, yet in the kind providence of God it should be necessary 
for us to have better drill and better discipline even than before. He 
verily believed that as this work went forward and grew, and spread on 
the right hand and on the left, the waves of opposition would roll higher 
and higher, and men would be tried as they had never been before, It 
was natural that this should be so, in order that we might be fitted and 
prepared for our future life. In speaking against division, Elder Morgan 
said the grand object which the Saints should keep in view was the 
be thrown down. 
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ELDER B. H. ROBERTS 

said that “ Mormonism,” so-called, carried to the world a peculiar message 
—a message of warning. In several of the early revelations given to the 
Elders the Lord told them that they were called to labor—that it was not 
a day of many words but a day of warning to the inhabitants of the earth. 
That warning found expression in nearly all things in'which the Saints 
engaged. It found very sympathetic expression in the labors of the 
Elders abroad. Upon them was laid a strict charge that they warn the 
world of the judgments to come. In seyeral of the revelations given to 
the Prophet Joseph in his day it was expressly said that after the warn- 

ings which should be sounded unto the nations by the voice of the Elders 
would come the judgments of God. In the erection of the glorious temples 
in these valleys of the mountains, too, was sounded the message that 
“Mormonism” was carrying to the world; and to-morrow let the world 
take note that this was a warning to them that the judgments of God 
sleep not—that they slumber not, “neither hath He forgotten the neces- 

sity that there will be to cleanse the earth from wickedness and corrup- 
tion. Let them hear when that stone strikes its place the note calling 
upon them to repent of their sins, for the hour of God’s — is nigh.”

APOSTLE JOHN HENRY SMITH 
was the first speaker. He Stated that never in the history of the 7 had 
the people on a week day filled the Tabernacle and necessitated an overflow 
meeting. No people that have lived in the past history of the world have — 
greater responsibilities than we, who are called by our Father in heaven 
to promulgate the doctrines of this Gospel, and we should be true to our 
trust. To us has been given the knowledge of God, who has borne witness 
to the character of the mission He has given us—that of warning the 
world. None can afford to lose sight of this office of ours. In the dis- 
charge of duties resting upon us we should not be amare of our —_——_ 
to God. 
~The world educates the mind at the expense of the soak: ind the princi- 
ples of truth are being neglected there. The intelligence we attain to 
here shall arise with us in the resurrection. The man who studies the 
_ divine. law should also ‘possess the requisite knowledge for the discharge 
of all duties, and all abilities should be used in the furtherance of the 
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work of God, in whatever direction those abilities are; in the line of 
financial matters, they can be used for this purpose, as God holds all 
responsible for the talents He has given His children. v" 

We have received from God the promise of salvation, and we cannot 
show our love for Him in a better way than in caring for the children who 
are being raised up among us. The speaker avowed his love for the people 
of God, and stated that. his abilities would be exercised in their behalf, 
and also for the good of all the people of the world. 

_ A powerful testimony was borne by the speaker of the truth and the 
eternal character of the Gospel, which has been introduced to establish 
peace in the end and to bring in the reign of righteousness. Our reward 
will be commensurate with our'willingness to sacrifice ourselves for the 
good of others. He prayed that the testimony of the Gospel might be 
spread among all people, and that the Saints might be able to exercise a 
spirit of charity and forbearance toward all. He feelingly expressed his 
weakness, but thanked God that he had been chosen to labor for the good © 
of mankind, whom he desired to bless with his testimony and his labors 


in the ministry. 
APOSTLE ANTHON H. LUND 


spoke of the importance of the event of the morrow, the laying of the 
capstone of the Temple. The essential mark of this people is the building 
of temples, wherein we may receive blessings which cannot. be received 
outside of them. The temples built in Kirtland and Nauvoo were referred 
to, with the wonderful visitations of angels and restoration of keys taking 
place in them. . The Saints ia Nauvoo showed wonderful faith in building 
their beautiful Temple, knowing they would have to leave it. and flee from 
the city. We have been building temples, but although we have given of 
our means for this purpose, still it is with a knowledge that we shall keep 
these temples and enjoy their benefits. The world does not understand — 
our motives. in building these houses, and the words of Paul concerning 
baptism for the dead are a stumbling-block to them. We understand 
those words, for Jesus has said that all must be born of water and the 
Spirit before they can enter the kingdom of heaven. 

No one can gainsay these words of our Savior, and we believe He meant 
them. Seeing that very few have received the word of God on the earth, 
we cannot helieve that those who have passed away without receiving it 
are without hope, for the Gospel is for the dead as well as the living. All 
who have entered the temples have realized the holy influence there, and 
have felt repaid for their labor and sacrifice. 
| . Many temples will have to be built, and if we y are faithful we shall re- 
| ceive the blessings of God, and shall not have to leave the temples to our 
enemies, but, shall be able to remain and there partake of the holy influ- 
ence of the Spirit and do the work of God for the dead. The Saints were 
exhorted to continued faithfulness. 

_ APOSTLE LORENZO SNOW 
hoped that temporal things would be forgotten during the Conference, 
and the minds of the people would be turned in the direction of the 
things of God. New developments show that the Church is alive, and 
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that we should be faithful, so that none of these events may be misunder- 
stood by us, and thus our knowledge be left incomplete. Thirty-nine 
years ago the corner-stones of the Temple were laid, the speaker having 
been called home from his European mission in order to be present on 
that occasion. He accordingly waived an intended voyage around the 
world and arrived here in time. Nine of the quorum of the Twelve who 
assisted in laying the corner-stones, and two of the Presidents of the 
Church and five counselors to these Presidents have died since that time. 

The speaker mentioned some of his experiences in the Kirtland Temple, 

where he had preached from the same aim RR stood i in His 
glory. 
God’s eye is upon this people. He and Christ peed to er Smith 
and.talked with him. President Snow mentioned his acquaintance with 
the Prophet, who explained to him many mysteries. The Prophet was a 
man of integrity and self-sacrifice for the truth. Jesus, when on the earth, 
‘ possessed the power of revealing life to mankind, and yet He appeared 
merely asa man. The Jews were surprised at his words, for He was not 
educated ; but there were some who knew who He was, as we know who 
Joseph was. Other men have stood in various dispensations as the only 
ones who held the keys to salvation and glory for the people of their day. 
One of these was Noah, and Joseph Smith was another: The testimonies 
borne by such men are the life of the world, but they are also death to 
those who will not receive them. | 

In the early time of labor on this Temple, conditions were not so pro- 
pitious as now, and they were worse in Nauvoo than here. Mobs at- 
tempted to break down the walls of the Temple before they could be com- 
pleted. But God preserved it, and many blessings and glorious manifes- 
tations have been received there, and many now present will live to see 
even more glorious things than these. Many trials will come before-that 
time ; our faith will be tried; but if we live and do right and exercise 
charity for all, God will preserve us in the faith. In every situation of 
life every Latter-day Saint should remember what he came into the world 
to do—to be a Saint who will become worthy to sit with Jesus on His 
throne, as He with His Father. 

One thing that induced the speaker to come into the Church was tue ! 
he saw @ way in which he could gain a testimony of God and Jesus Christ, 
and saw that if he humbled himself before the Lord He would let him 
know of His existence and give him His Spirit. Seeking for light re- 
garding the other world, he was not disappointed. Before he had been 
in the Church two years the Lord revealed to him the great truth: “As 
man now is, God once was ; as God now is, man may be.” The knowledge 
of this did him good, for John the Revelator says that when Christ comes 
we shall be like Him. In order to be like Him we must be pure as He is 
pure, and do His works as He would do them. As a musician practices 
and becomes proficient in his art, so with doing the will of God. He will 
help us to do these things in the end, although the practice to that end 
may be hard. The speaker closed with a blessing upon the people of 
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The authorities of the Church were presented by Apostle F. M. Lyman 
and unanimously sustained.

CHELTENHAM CONFERENCE. 


MinuTEs of the Cheltenham Conference, held at the Gospel Hall, St. 
George’s Place, Cheltenham, June 5th, 1892. There were present: Elder 
J. H. Anderson, of the Liverpool office ; Elder Henry Wood, President of, 
and Henry Worley, traveling Elder in the Birmingham Conference ; 
Elders Henry Moyle, President of, and R. A. Jones, G. W. Godfrey, S. B. 
Young, Jr., Samuel Weston, Edwin D. Solomon, Alfred J. Oliver, Orson P. 
Black and James Sabine, Jr., traveling Elders in the Cheltenham Con- 
ference. 

10:30 a.m. Meeting opened by singing. Prayer by Elder R. A. Jones. 
Singing. 

President. Moyle expressed his pleasure at having the privilege of again 
meeting in conference with the Saints, and at being able to testify that 
the Gospel had been restored to the earth. 

Elders Oliver, Black, Sabine, and Solomon addressed the meeting in the 
order named. They bore witness of the restoration to earth of the Gospel 
of Christ, in fulfilment, of His word. They pointed out its principles as 
taught by the Lord and His servants, and the necessity of obedience to 
the same ; also the unchangeable character of God, and the laws by which 
salvation ‘could be obtained. They exhorted the people to faithfully ob-— 
serve all things which the Lord had commanded. 

President Henry Wood said he esteemed it a privilege to testify to the 
divinity of the plan of salvation taught in the Gospel of the Lord Jesus.

The Church of Christ was established by divine revelation, through 
which principle the Latter-day Saints were enabled to testify of these

The general Church authorities, President of the European Mission, and 
conference officers were presented and unanimously sustained. _ 

Elder G. W. Godfrey spoke upon the first principles of the Gospel, viz: 
Faith, repentance, baptism for the remission of sins, and the laying on of 
hands for the gift of the Holy Ghost, showing from the Bible the necessity 
for obedience to each in its proper order. He also referred to the organi- 
zation of the Church of Christ with Apostles, Prophets, etc., and exhorted 
all to faithfulness. 

Elder Anderson spoke upon the plan for the redemption of mankind, 
which was instituted from before the foundation of the world. There is 
salvation for all, in that all men will be resurrected from the dead ; and 
as the Apostle Paul says, there is a special salvation for those who keep 
the commandments of God, and who thereby obtain the privilege of 

_ dwelling in His presence in eternity. Men will receive the same body 
in the resurrection that they possess upon the earth, that being the resur- 
rection which the Savior brought to pass. Jesus refrained from sin, thus 
showing a perfect pattern for all men. The speaker showed the necessity 
of receiving the Holy Ghost, that we may be led into all truth; and as 
that Spirit will not dwell in unclean tabernacles, it was needful that we 
repent of our sins, and be baptized for the remission of them, that'v we may 
be prepared for the Holy Ghost to dwell in us and guide us.

Elder Jones spoke of the calling of Christ’s disciples in ancient daiys, and 
how they taught the necessity for men to obey the principles of faith in 
the Lord, repentance, baptism in water, and the laying on of hands for 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.

We should purge ourselves from all sin that we may enjoy the Spirit of 
God and finally inherit eternal life.

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a doctrine contrary to that taught by the Lord are . workers of iniquity, 
and those who receive them are partakers of their evil deeds. Thus there 
is a responsibility upon those who hear as well as those who, teach, to be 
certain that they learn the true doctrine. The Lord has placed His law 
with us in language that is easily understood, and we shall be judged by it. 
The Scriptures teach that the doctrine or Gospel of Christ begins with 
faith in Him, repentance, baptism for the remission of sins, and the con- | 
ferring of the Holy Ghost by the laying on of the hands of divinely- 
commissioned servants of the Lord. They teach that there is no admis- 
sion to the kingdom of heaven only by the door of baptism of the water 
and of the Spirit. If the Apostles had refused to administer the ordinance 
of baptism, in the form and for the purpose for which it was instituted, 
they would have been traitors to the sacred calling they had received. 
The speaker then pointed out the order and necessity of the principles 
which the Scriptures taught as the way to salvation, and testified to his 
personal knowledge of the restoration of the everlasting Gospel in this 
the dispensation of the fulness of times, and of the divine calling of the 
Prophet Joseph Sinith and the officers of te Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints.

MARTYRS’ DAY. 


THe date of the present number of the MILLENNIAL StTaR may be appro- 
priately termed Martyrs’ Day, marking as it does an anniversary—the 
forty-eighth—of that memorable and most sorrowful event in the history 
of the Latter-day Saints: the martyrdom of the Prophet and Patriarch, 
Joseph and Hyrum Smith. Many and great have been the changing 
scenes of life through which the Saints have passed since that time of 
unutterable grief ; the majority of those personally acquainted with the 
martyrs have followed them to the spirit world; a new generation has 
grown up and been numbered with the people of Zion, and thousands of 
honest-hearted among the nations have listened to the Gospel message 
and come within the fold of Christ.. Yet to-day, wherever the Saints are 
found, the hearts of young and old are tinged with sadness when their 
minds revert to the tragic scene that was enacted at Carthage, I]Jinois, on 
June 27, 1844. Those who in this age have obeyed the Gospel of Christ . 
have had to bear the scorn, and reviling, and hatred of the world, as their 
brethren and sisters did in behalf of the same cause in the days of the 
early Christian Church; and no men, in ancient or modern times, have 
been more relentlessly persecuted for the testimony of Jesus than were 
the Prophet Joseph and the Patriarch Hyrum during the few years allot- 
ted to them on earth, and in which they sought to proclaim the Gospel of 
peace and salvation to mankind. | a 
To many it seems strange that, in this age of enlightenment, and in a 
professed Christian nation, with the history of the sorrows and tribula- 
tions and sufferings of Christ and His Apostles in former days constantly 
before them, there should be: found men of standing and influence who 
are so blind to justice and humanity, so lost to every Christian senti- 
ment, as to pursue with vindictive hate and to barbarously put to death 
Apostles and Prophets of the Most’ High. Yet the undeniable fact that 
such acts are committed presents itself to us; and the reason therefor is 
given in the words of the Divine Master to His disciples: “If ye were of 
the world, the world would love its own; but because ye are not of the 
world, but I have chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth 


you,”

The Prophet Joseph labored with anfaltering energy to impart a knowl- 
edge of the glorious principles of the Gospel to, and bestow its keys and 
_ powers in fulness upon his fellow-Apostles ; and at no time in his career 

did he exhibit greater zeal and anxiety to accomplish this than in the few 
months preceding his death. The earnestness of his efforts and many of 
_ the expressions which he made to his friends seemed to indicate that he 

realized the nearness of the hour for his departure. He had been accus- 
tomed all his life to the vexatious prosecutions of his enemies; and on 
every occasion when brought to an issue the courte of his country declared 
his innocence of the accusations made against him. But he felt that 
wicked men who sought his life would not longer brook the restraint of 
the law on their murderous designs, and in his last public address, de- 
livered in the grove east of the Nauvoo Temple, on Sunday, June 16, 1844, 
he referred to the attempts made to slay himself and others, and said: 


I do not regard my own life. I am ready to be offered a sacrifice for this 
people; for what can our enemies do? Only kill the body, and their 
power is then at anend. Stand firm, my friends ; never flinch. Do not 

k to save Ho ur lives, for he that is afraid to die for the truth will lose 
oteriiak life. Hold out to the end, and we shall be resurrected, and become 


like Gods, and reign in ce lestial kingdoms, principalities ‘and eternal 
dominions, while this mob will sink into the portion of all those who shed 
innocent blood. God has tried you. You area good people ; therefore I 

love you with all my heart. Greater love hath no man than that he should 
lay down his life for his friends. You have stood by me in the hour of 


trouble, and I am willing to sacrifice my life for your preservation. | 
. Four days later he wrote to the Apostles, all of whom except John 

Taylor and Willard Richards were on missions, to come home immediately ; 
and on June 24 he went to Carthage, under the orders of the governor, 
Thomas Ford, and upon the latter’s~pledge that he would be protected 
from mob violence. On the way he said to the company with him: “I 
am going like a lamb to the slaughter, but I am calm as a summer's morn- 
ing. I have a conscience void of offence-toward God and toward all men. 
If they take my life I shall die an innocent man,.and my blood shall cry 
from the ground for vengeance, and it shall yet be said of me, ‘He was 
murdered in cold blood.’” The enemies of the Prophet and Patriarch 
were élated when they ascertained how the governor had given them 
into their power. It was admitted that there was nothing against them, 
but said the mobocrats, “The law cannot touch them, but powder and 
ball shall. They will never get out of Carthage alive.” __ 

On the 27th, Joseph and Hyrum, with John Taylor and Willard Richards, | 
were in an upstairs room in Carthage jail. During the day they were en- 
gaged in writing letters, conversing, and praying and singing. As the 
afternoon wore on, Apostle Taylor sang, at the Prophet's request, the 
beginning: 

A poor wayfaring man of grief 

_ Hath often crossed me on my way, 
Who sued so humbly for relief oie 
That I could never anawer nay. | 
though Elder Taylor was so oppressed with a sense of coming disaster 
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that he did not feel like singing. A few minutes after five o'clock the jail 
was attacked by an armed mob, numbering about one hundred, with 
blackened faces, and led by Levi Williams, a colonel of militia and a 
Baptist preacher. The details of the awful crime, and the failure of the 
officers of the law to punish its perpetrators, are matters of history. The 
Prophet and Patriarch were cruelly murdered, and Apostle Taylor, with 
four ghastly wounds in his body, was brought near to death. Apostle 
Richards was but slightly injured, and next morning started in a wagon 
for Nauvoo, with the bodies of the martyrs. They were met by thousands 
of grief-stricken Saints, and conveyed to the homes made desolate by 
hands imbrued in the blood of innocence. When the time for the funeral 
came it was found necessary to substitute in the coffins bags of sand, as 
the enemies of Joseph and Hyrum had sworn to steal the remains. The 
coffins were interred in the cemetery, but the bodies of the beloved 
Prophet and Patriarch were secretly buried in the basement of the 
Nauvoo House, the foundation of which was then being built. Immedi- 
ately afterward a heavy rain storm obliterated all trace of the newly dug 
graves, and the bodies rested there in security until a later time, when 
were removed elsewhere. 

The Prophet Joseph and Patriarch Hyrum have passed from the sphere ? 
of mortality. But their work still lives, for their labors were in the ser- 
vice of Jehovah. Their testimony stands an unimpeachable witness, with 
that of the innocent blood of all the martyrs under the altar which John 
saw, for the Gospel of Jesus Christ ; and their example of humility before — 
God, of fidelity to the cause of truth, and of sublime faith in the risen 
Redeemer, is a call to righteous lives that finds sympathetic response in 
the heart of every true follower of the Lord. | J. HA. 


A SPECIAL despatch dated Washington, U.S.A., May 25, to the Salt Lake 
Tribune, has the following information concerning the amnesty which 
it is proposed to extend to those “Mormons” affected by. the laws 
against polygamy: “It is understood that the question of the form of the 
proposed forthcoming amnesty proclamation was discussed in the cabinet 
meeting to-day. Attorney-general Miller is an ardent advocate of the 
immediate issuance of a government amnesty, which will, in a single pro- 
nunciamento, take in all offenders who have belonged or now belong to 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. President Harrison is 
equally anxious to grant amnesty to all of this class of offenders. He still 
halts upon the proper form to accomplish the end, and has had a number 
of consultations with the law officials upon the subject.

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quently would not meet with popular approval. He felt that it would be 
condoning many crinies against chastity outside of plural marriages and 
unlawful cohabitation, offenses against the laws which had xo palliating 
circumstances of religious belief and pledges of future obedience to the 
statutes. Harrison was much impressed with the plea of the Church 
leaders for amnesty for their people, and the first point which he was 
’ anxious to settle was his power to issue amnesty to aclass. Judge Taft's 
eight weeks’ investigation satisfied both the judge and the President that 
the power was his, but he was immediately confronted with the objection, 
which was strongly pressed upon him, that a proclamation of the kind he 
was about to formulate would condone offences against morality not com- 
mitted by members of the Church, and which he would not be justified in 
placing under the same category as those which he desired to pardon. 
As I wired on Sunday, the conference of Governor Thomas and Senator 
Paddock at the White House was chiefly devoted to this one objection of 
form. Atits cluse the President suggested an interview with the attorney- 
general. This was held yesterday. Attorney Miller coincided perfectly 
with the governor as to the situation, and promised to attempt to formu- 
late a paper which would grant the desired amnesty and meet the Presi- 
dent’s views, This is the situation to-night. Amnesty is at hand for every 
member of the Church. This will be the result. The question, as I have 
said, is of form.” 


. Exper Cuaries W. Stayner, President of the Northern States Mission, 
U.8.A., in a letter reporting the conference recently held at Dumpling 
Creek, Indiana, relates the following: “From this point I went and 
visited some friends of our people who had been burned out, and as I had 
been authorized to do, rendered them some relief, and found that already 
the Elders had ‘rallied around them and rebuilt their house.

I had already sent them some funds, 
but on my arrival there I found that they had expended most of the 
money in buying beds and bedding and furniture to make the Elders 
another ‘headquarters.’ Some foolish fellow told them the burning was a 
‘heavenly retribution for entertaining the Elders,’ but the results do not 
show this to be the case. That same poor fellow was himself dying of the 
‘grip’ when I was there. Two years previous, I had administered to a 
member of this family—a little grandson, whom the doctors gave up to 
die of scrofula—and from that time he began to recover. He ran up to 
me on this last visit, as well a boy as ever breathed, and his father and 
mother, who had been quite bitter against our people, were awaiting 
favorable weather to be baptized, and are now among our most enthusi-

THE RIGHTEOUSNESS OF WEALTH. 


THE accumulation of vast fortunes and the abuse of power which comes’ 
from the possession of great wealth-occasion some confusion of mind 
among superficial thinkers as to the morality of money-making. | 
Acquisitiveness, or the desire to gain property, is as natural as any 
other faculty or aspiration of man. When it is dormant, energy is lacking 
and poverty is often the result. When it is excessive it develops into 
greed and cupidity which often lead to crime. Properly balanced it is 
right and beneficial, and an incentive to human effort which is conducive 
not only to individual good but to the welfare and progress of society. 
Where would be the personal or national prosperity that marks the growth 
of the world if this inherent quality were eliminated from human nature ? 
It is clear to the observant mind that the straitened financial circum- 
stances of the masses of the people in civilized nations is traceable more to 
their inclination to spend or even waste money than to the efforts of their 
fellows to accumulate it. Week after week, year after year, the working- 
man lives full up to his salary, and would do so if it were twice as great, 
with never a thought on the part of himself or wife of putting a penny by 
“for a rainy day,” or toward acquiring an independence from toil when | 
old age shall overtake them. Like water poured into a sieve, their income 
passes through with scarcely a temporary deviation in the current. There 
are many people who manifest a religious contempt for hoarding money ; 
their extreme efforts at standing straight cause them to lean backward, 
and not infrequently to tumble. They either do not comprehend or they 
ignore the fact that it is just as much a religious duty to obtain a store 
from the material wealth that comes to them as it is to increase in knowl- 
edge with their years or acquire wisdom from their experience. =—> | 
Acquisitiveness is natural because it is inherited from the Great Pro- 
genitor of the race. God, the Father of us all, is continually increasing 
His dominions, and as each new world and system rolls into visible and 
organized existence His acquisitions accumulate. What are called tempo- 
ralities are as essential as the spiritual things that men should strive after. | 
The elements of each are eternal and both 


happiness of immortal beings. 
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_ It is the inordinate desire for and worship of wealth that lead to wrong 
and misery. It is not money but the lust after it which is “the root of all 
evil.” There is nothing in property itself which is debasing or antago- 
nistic to the highest spirituality in the universe. Therefore the abundance 
of it is not evil, the acquirement of it is not wrong, and the use of it can 
be good proportionate to its volume. _ 

Money, property in any form, can be used for evil, of course, like every 
other means for good. And the greed for it will prompt those who foster 
it to the very worst of sins to accomplish its gratification. Here is where 
the wrong’ begins, and the use of that which is acquired, for evil ends, is 
equal in its evil effects to the lust after it. Both of these must be guarded 
against by all who desire present or eternal happiness. 

The danger of riches lies in these two things, and also in this: The 
eager pursuit or great possession of wealth engrosses the mind and hinders 
if it does not prevent the devotion of the soul to higher and more import- 
ant matters. “As a man thinketh so is he.” If he is abnormally intent 
on earthly riches and worldly pursuits, he can only occasionally ponder 
upon and be exercised in spiritualities, and he will therefore necessarily 
be small in spiritual development if he is great in temporal acquisitiveness 
- and the management of perishable things. 

Riches and religion are not essentially discordant, as some people sup- 
pose, It is hard for a rich man to enter the kingdom of heaven, because 
worship of wealth so often debars the worship of the Divine. But it is 
not necessarily so. The highest devotion, the humblest obedience to God, 
the sublimest charity for mankind are compatible with the possession of 
the most magnificent riches. When justice, mercy, faith, benevolence, 
- honor, truth and humility are in the soul, the wealth of the universe is 
not too much for their possessor, for his power to do good will be commen- 
surate with his property, and the righteousness of riches will be made 
= wherever his power extends.

Delegate John T. Caine was successful, on May 28, in having inserted in the appropria 
tion bill reported by the Congressional House of Representatives committee on Territories 
@ provision abolishing the Utah Commission, and designating the governor, chief justice 
and secretary of the Territory as a board to conduct elections. The bill passed the House 
on June 7, but it is doubtful whether it will pass the Senate. 

During a storm on May 26, at Clarkston, Cache County, the house of Samuel Stewart 
was struck by lightning, and one end of the building torn out. Mr. Stewart was rendered 
unconscious for a time, and was quite ill. Alice Dahle, a twelve-year old girl, was 
standing near a mirror which was shattered by the crash, Wai tha 
of broken glass, which inflicted about two hundred wounds seen body. One of these 
destroyed the sight of her right eye. 

“The immense reservoir now being constructed in Millard County, at Swan Lake, twelve 
miles southwest of Deseret, covers upwards of twenty square miles in area, and is to be 
completed before July 1. Nine miles of heavy dykes has been thrown up. The reservuir 
is to have an average depth of twelve feet of water, seven feet of which can be drawn off 
for irrigation. Three main canals will be constructed, one going to the southwest a dis- 
tance of twenty-two miles ; from this a branch of ten and a half miles in length will be 
made. Another will nearly parallel the old river channel for fourteen miles, and between 
the two will be a canal ten miles long—making fifty-six and a half miles of canals in all, 
exclusive of distributing ditches.

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June 1, the anniversary of the birth of President Brigham Young, was celebrated by 
the children of the Primary Associations, at Liberty Park, Salt Lake City, by a mam- 
moth pie-nic, and also at Lester Park, Oden, by an entertainment and dance.

The principal themes dwelt upon by:the speakers 
were: Erection and dedication of Temples and houses of worship and their uses’; obser- | 
vance of the Word of Wisdom according to the spirit thereof ; purity of life ; character- 
istics of a Saint; keeping the Sabbath day holy ; love for all the children of God, and 
the strict keeping of His commandments ; dedication of our homes and bodies to the 
Lord; reward of doing well ; manifold blessings attending the faithful observer of the law 
of tithing ; gifts of the Gospel enjoyed by the Saints in these vales and throughout the 
Church ; blessings promised the true believer ; necessity of working out our salvation in 
this life, and the prepating for the glories and exaltations of the life to come. 


The ancient town of Cublick is.about ten miles from Ogden, northerly, on the sbore of 
the Great Salt Lake, part of it being covered by the waters of the lake. Mr. Dan 
McGuire and Mr. Streville, of Ogden, recently made a trip there, and collected a lot of 
specimens in the way of stone axes, knives, etc., and after making slight explorations, un- 
earthed some burned brick. The bricks are large, about six inches one way by ten inches 
the other, and are the only burned brick yet found in any ancient American city. The 
explorers also found a cloth greatly resembling our present felt. The remains of a dead 
Indian, badly demoralized by time, were also exhumed. One building unearthed had 
been evidently burned down, as the clay, which had the imprint of human hands in set- 
ting it in place, was thoroughly burned to a fire clay, and in a fine state of preservation. 
They also found specimens of rare pottery decorated very handsomely. It is the intention 
of the World’s Fair commission to make still further explorations, -Mr. Potter, who has 
had much experience in explorations in Mexico and South America, estimates that the 
antiquity of these remains date back 10,000 years, but one-fourth that period is probably 
about the actual time. He also says that there is a chain of ancient cities ranning from 
Cache Valley down to St. George. The Smithsonian Institute sent a man out last 
winter, but he did not make any very extensive explorations at this place, most of his 
time being devoted to the southern part of the Territory. 


Three caves, which are reached by a narrow entrance, have been perry in American 
Fork Canyon, about two miles from its mouth. The larger one is thus described by one 
of an exploring party which penetrated its dark recesses: ‘‘The tomblike stillness is 
broken by the spattering of the drops of water which ooze through crevices in the mighty 
hanging wall. There is an excellent chance to get lost, for the chambers are many and 
the passages narrow. ‘The floor is extremely rough, and the flickering light of our candles 
revealed an abundance of nooks and holes, the full extent of which was in many instances 
beyond human vision under the conditions surrounding us. Above, beneath, and all 
around, as we moved from chamber to chamber, were white monuments, the appearance 
of which reminded us strongly of a chidrohjard by moonlight, but that they had taken 
upon them the most fantastic shapes, as the columns were gradually formed by the slowly 
dripping water. In places the roof looks like a ceiling draped with delicately-woven lace 
curtains, reaching from pillar to pillar: Some of the formation is white as the driven 
snow, and some of it a rich yellow; wax could not be placed among bonlders to show a 
greater contrast than in the Yosemite Cave, as this freak of nature is called. At its ex- 
treme end is a beautiful lake about six feet deep, whose waters are delightfully clear and 
cool.’ Hanging over a portion of this is a thin white formation which received the name 
of ‘the piano,’ from producing a sound like that instrument when rapped upon gently 
by a hard substance ; different notes are produced from different parts of this phenom- 
enon. The passages between some of the chambers are so low that to get through it is 
necessary to crawl. By dropping stones through crevices in the floor in some places, they 
can be heard to fall in the water beneath. A ladder is necessary to reach some of the

in the cave.” 
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
